In Albany By Jan. 1, 1975 
Little League to Have Girl 


Albany City Councilmen Mon: 
day night passed a resolution to 
enact by Jan. 1, 1975, a new city 
ordinance which will prohibit 
the use of public funds or prop- 
erty by any group which dis- 
criminates because of race, col- 
or, creed or sex. 


While vowing to take their 
time and move with deliberate 
speed toward their goal, allow- 
ing time for hearings and pub- 
lic comment, Councilmen made 
it clear that the ‘‘sense motion’’ 
ig to the effect that discrimina-~ 
tion on the above grounds 
should end at once in Albany. 


Although a letter protesting 
the policy from 17 members of 
Albany Little League was read 
and several parents and Little 
Leaguers were present to argue 
in favor of Little League for 
boys only, Jim Scoggins report- 
ed that the Albany Little Leag- 
ue plans to integrate completely 
with a signup in February for 
girls eight-12. 


Seoggins said the League 
Board of Governors in Pennsyl- 
vania on June 12 decided to 
spend money for baseball for 
girls. The charter will be chang- 
ed within 60 days by Congress. 

Albany Little League does not 
plan a program for girls 13-15 
immediately, but perhaps with- 
in two years. Any girl who 
wants to sign up will have her 
application Handled the same 
as a boy. Assignment to a team 
will depend on the manager. If 
she doesn’t make major league, 
she can play in minor leagues. 


Girls who don’t want to play 
with boys will have their own 
league by February, 1975, he 
said. 

The manager of the Pirates

League.” He reported that one 
manager told him, “I'll not 
coach a girl. If I have too, I'll 
quit.” 


Mrs: Della~Hanson petitioned 
Council to support her daugh 
ter Catherine, in her effort to 
play League baseball Wednes- 
day (tonight). “‘She’s going to 
be there in uniform,” the moth- 
er said. 

A boy in a Little League uni- 
form said some boys had tried 
to join the girls baseball team 
and were rejected.

A girl presented a petition to 
Councilmen with 72 signatures 
in favor of girls playing and 
seven against. 

Some mothers spoke in favor 
of League for boys only. Mrs. 
Hanson said her daughter had 
tried out for two years, She 
said the ex-Pirates manager and 
the Pirates are for her. Cathy 
has her application and was to 
have her physical Tuesday. 

Applause punctuated the pros 
and cons of girls in Little Leag- 
ue. There were many children in 
the audience, 


“Sensitive areas’ of girls, 
used as one argument against 
their playing, was countered 
with the argument that boys 
have areaS which are just as 
sensitive.

ALBANY HILL LAWSUIT 

Much time was devoted to a 
discussion of a report from Rob- 
ert Anderson on the overview 
of the Albany Hills suit brought 
against the City of Albany and 
five individual councilmen by a 
group of citizens. The attorney, 
who has been called in as an 
outside counsel, discussed point 
by point» the 11 alleged causes 
for action. 


In answer to a question, City 
Attorney Lawrence D. Saler 
said that on Thursday the legal 
sufficiencies of allegations will 
be determined. He expects that 
even if a portion is stricken, the 
remainder will go to trial. He 
said that a good portion of dis- 
covery (depositions) is finished. 
Anderson's fee to date could be 
between $2-$3,000, he estimated. 

Councilman Patrick Griffin 
said that on the court case it 
self, if prosecuted all ways, the 
city will gain $1.5 million and 
it seems foolish to move in a 
direction of defense. He moved 
that the City Attorney be in- 
structed to proceed along.a neu- 
tral course in. the lawsuit, not 
to defend the city or seek to 
prosecute and permit the plain- 
tiffs to present their case. 


Mayor Richard Clark said *2 
wanted to vote in favor of -ne 
motion but his attorney heu ad- 
vised him to abstain 

Saler said Anderson was re- 
tained on two matters: to» pre- 
sent an overview of the situa- 
tion and to act as associate 
counsel. If the city fails to 
provide defense counsel for the 
City Council as individuals and 
as a whole, councilmen could 
obtain their own attorneys and 
bill the city. In addition, he said, 
Anderson will protect the city 
in the event a collateral kind of 
action is taken by Interstate 
General Corporation in case its 
project is stopped. 

“It is my personal opinion 
that if the project is enjoined 
from going forward, the city
